A separate interview summary form is not provided as the substance of 
the interview has been summarized herein, see MPEP 713.04. 

The application has been amended as follows: 
AMEND CLAIM 15 AS FOLLOWS: 

1 5. (currently amended) The method of claim 14, wherein the f i rst said raw public key is 
generated within said responder. 

AMEND THE ABSTRACT AS FOLLOWS SO THE ABSTACT IS A SINGLE

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicant's 
amendment to independent claims 1,14, 25, and 33 overcomes the rejections set forth 
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Art Unit: 2435 

in tine prior Office action over the teachings of Peyravian in view of IVIatyas. The 
examiner does not think it would have been obvious without using hindsight reasoning 
to modify the combination invention of Peyravian and Matyas as discussed in the last 
Office action so that the second key and the authentication code were both transmitted 
after computing the authentication code as is now recited in the independent claims. 

Further review of the other prior art already of record and prior art found during 
an updated search confirms that there is nothing which anticipates the combination of 
limitations as recited in claims 1,14, 25, or 33. Further, the examiner does not believe 
that the combination of limitations recited in these claims would have been achieved by 
one of ordinary skill in the art at the time applicant's invention was made without use of 
hindsight reasoning. 

Note that the methods of claims 1 and 14 are implicitly tied to a machine, thus 
are statutory as per In re Bilski , 545 F3d 943, 88 USPQ2cl 1385 (Fed. Cir. 2008). 
System claim 25 is statutory because each of the claimed means recited in claim 25 are 
hardware-see Figure 5. Claim 33 is believed to be statutory because while computer 
readable medium is not explicitly defined in the specification, the prosecution history of 
the current application shows that applicant did not intend for "computer readable 
medium" to encompass a signal. 

The remaining claims not specifically addressed are allowed because of 
dependency.
